Flight From Greece

Tied fiom G erm an-captured Greece 
.and were threatened with m achine­ 
-gunning. bombing, starvation and 
•drowning was told by Peter and 
“Jrga Patten visiting Detroit. 
Patten, a former Detroiter, was in 
Athens. Greece, representing a Bel­ 
gian oil firm. 
His wife and four- 
vear-old daughter Marilene accom­ 
panied him throughout the entire 
trip and shared all his harrowing 
“experiences. 
* Three days before the Nazi war 
^machine entered Athens, April 23 
-Patten and his family sailed from 
‘Piraeus, the port of Athens, on. a 
50-foot racing cutter, a friend’s sail- 
.boat. 
* Fourteen davs 
later 
the 
party 
•landed at Alexandria, Egypt, sup­ 
plies exhausted, everyone famished 
and nerve-wracked. 
"Only through 
the 
skill 
of 
our 
navigator, 
my 
‘friend and captain in the Greek 
navy, did we manage to traverse 
the 
M editerranean,” 
said 
Patten 
who Ls now at his brother Marc s 
Bloomfield Hills home. 
Sailors Protest Lipstick 
“A thousand times we thought 
we were gone,” Patten said, 
Two 
days out from Athens, angry sailors 
-approached me when we wTere be­ 
calmed, saying “Madame paints her 
Ups and so the vcind has left us.” 
The superstitious seamen were ap ­ 
peased when Mrs. Patten removed 
the 
lipstick, 
though. 
We 
were 
becalmed often and swamped time 
after time. 
I never knew so much 
could happen to people in such a 
short time." 
P atten told of going to shore at 
an island to get food. 
The others 
remained aboard. 
Returning to the 
boat, Patten, hearing the shriek of 


plummeting warplanes, looked up 
and saw 1‘2 Nazi planes swooping 
down on the boats in the harbor, 
with 
machinegun 
bullets 
Hying 
around like flies. 
Bombs crashed for what seemed 
to be hours. 
Afraid to look up for 
fear of not seeing his boat. Patten 
imagined 
his 
family 
gone. 
The 
bombs had missed but the reper­ 
cussion bobbed the boat about like 
a toy and did some minor damage. 
Boat Nearly Capsized 
Out to sea but a few hours, a 
heavy storm blew up and swept the 
boat far off its course and nearly 
capsized it. 
Their kerosene cook­ 
ing stove was lost overboard. "Our 
food 
was 
either 
lost or 
spoiled. 
Our water was gone 
I t s horrible 
to be thirsty,” said Mrs. Patten. 
"We went ashore for food at a 
small island and were standing in 
a field when Nazi planes took pot 
shots at us. 
We scrambled around 
most of the afternoon, dodging bul­ 
lets. It was not fun,” Patten stated. 
He added. "Later we entered an 
isolated Cretan village, filled with 
cutlass-bearing bearded men. This 
beautiful town was a paradise. Food 
was plentiful. 
But before we could 
buy any. I found a long knife gently 
against my back, and turned around 
to face a self-appointed policeman 
threatening me. I was released but 
the sailors were interned and re­ 
leased only after nearly a day was 
spent telephoning authorities.’ 
Navigator Highly Praised 
Praise and more praise was heap ­ 
ed on the navigator by Patten. The 
light boat covered 850 miles across 
the M editerranean Sea. guided by 
nothing but a compass. 
A two-day 
storm, swamped boat and a climax­ 
ing* Sahara cyclone kept the party 
on edge. 
Nearing Egypt. Patten encount­ 


ered the British fleet His Majesty's 
sailors offered food and direction j 
"We arrived in Cairo slim and I 
ate like a starving woman.’ Mrs 
Patten said.
